A T LAST there seems to be hope of a flood 
control and water conservation plan on which op¬ 
posing factions may unite. 

The Citizens’ Flood Control committee decided 
yesterday to accept some sort of a modified plan if 
one is offered which is practicable and possible of 
accomplishment. Their conclusions, we think, are sen¬ 
sible and, in view of all the circumstances, the part 
of wisdom. 

The Journal was prompt to champion the flood 
control plan as it was submitted at the October 4 
election. We supported the project because it stood for 
progress and it was a long-needed undertaking. It 
seemed short-sighted not to avail ourselves of the op¬ 
portunity to obtain federal aid when it was offered. 
There is little need for repetition as to why the job 
should be started. All who are in business, whether in 
town or in the country, are well aware of its urgency. 

That the voters realized some start should be 
made was evident from the result of the October 4 
election when 62 per cent of those who went to the 
polls favored the bonds. Those who had offered op¬ 
position. either openly or secretly, were thus made to 
feel the temper of the people. 

So a modified project was proposed. It does not 
seem to be all that is needed, but it is a start. If it is 
what can be carried at another election, let’s have it. 
Half a loaf is better than no bread at all.

Their Letter 

1 "We, the ministers of the minis¬ 
terial association of Santa Ana. ;

"Such an attitude at the heart

France’s hope in the present 
European conflict is to reconcile 
Ita’y and calm Great Britain. That 
was the opinion of Dr. Paul Peri- 
gord of U. C. L. A. in his adult 
education lecture at Willard audi- 
i torium Thursday night. 

Until the World war. France and 
Italy had been closely allied, the 
speaker declared, by their common 
heritage. At the same time, France 
and Great Britain are on very 
fri ndly terms, economically and 
politically. Neither has anything 
which the other country desires. 

Great Britain is afraid of the 
present Italian conouest because 
she feels the Fascist government 
is harmful to interests of the labor 
cla.ss and because she f°ars a vio¬ 
lation of her economic supremacy 
n the Mediterranean. In addition, 
the speaker pornted out, Italy’s 
method of direct invasion has been 
offensive to Great Brita’T. 

“Mussolini cannot defy the 
whole world for long. A lengthy 
neutrality for even the United 
States is impossible in case of 
world conflict,” Dr. Perigord de¬ 
clared. 

If Mussolini is not too tenacious 
and countries can agree at the 
disarmament conference which has 
been called, perhaps the war can 
be stopped now, the speaker said.

THOSE HARD 
OF HEARING 


At an open meeting held Thurs¬ 
day evening in the library of the 
Willard Junior High school, the 
Orange County Teague for the 
Hard of Hearing made plans for 
future service in helping others 
who are hard of hearing and in 
preventing deafness in children. 

Miss Helen Scriver, vice presi¬ 
dent of the American Society for 
the Hard of Hearing, outlined the 
projects for the year which have 
been chosen by all the leagues and 
clubs for the hard of hearing in 
the Pacific zone. In the interest 
of adults, all leagues are united 
in: promoting the founding o? a 
new league in a nearby locality; 
promoting public school lip read¬ 
ing classes in their own, or in 
some other locality; promoting 
voice control classes (so many 
hard of hearing people need not 
have a deaf voice! in the public 
schools; purchasing their own 
gToup-hearing aids; promoting the 
installation of hearing equipment 
in a church, a motion picture 
theater, a playhouse, a civic audi¬ 
torium. a school, or university. 

Projects in the interest of chil¬ 
dren are to: promote the purchase 
of an audiometer by the school 
board or civic agency for testing 
the hearing of children; encourage 
better follow-ups both medically 
and socially of children found to 
have impaired hearing; enlist the 
interest and help of school nurses; 
encourage the establishment of lip 
reading and conservation of hear¬ 
ing classes in the schools: provide 
a vacation for a hard-of-hearing 
child at the Blue Bird camp for 
hard-of-hearing children in the San 
Bernardino mountains. 

Miss D. R. Mackey, president of 
the Orange county league for the 
hard of hearing, pointed out that 
several of these projects already 
have been accomplished by the 
loeal league Lip reading classes 
have been established in the pub¬ 
lic sc hools. Hearing equipment in 
some of the churches and theaters 
has been installed. 

Last summer the league gave a 
vacation to three hard-of-hearing 
children and progress was report¬ 
ed in promoting the purchase of 
an audiometer.

POTATO TAX 
RATIO SET 


WASHINGTON. Nov 2 GPi— 
A national tax exempt sales al¬ 
lotment of 226,600,000 bushels of 
potatoes for the year beginning 
Dec. 1. 1935. was fixed today by 
Secretary Wallace. 

The last report of the agricul¬ 
ture department forecast a total 
1935 production of 366,000.000 
bushels. 

Proclamation of the 1936 allot¬ 
ment was the first open move of 
the agriculture department to¬ 
ward enforcement of the compul¬ 
sory tax control law governing 
distribution of potatoes All po¬ 
tatoes sold in excess of the na¬ 
tional allotment will be taxed 
three-fourths of a cent a pound. 

The national allotment, the AAA 
said, is equal to the average an¬ 
nual sales of potatoes during the 
five years 19299-33. An analysis 
of the relation between prices, 
production and sales of potatoes, 
the AAA said, “indicates that 
sales of 226.600 000 bushels would 
tend to result in prices approxi¬ 
mating parity." 

J. B. Hutson, director of the 
AAA division of potatoes, said 
that funds for making individual 
allotments to growers have not 
yet been made available but that 
the AAA has the authority and is 
required to proclaim national and 
state allotments

Early in 1935 no 
less than 40 per cent of the en- j 
tire population- was dependent ei¬ 
ther directly or .indirectly on fed- j 
eral or local government for its j 
support. The author believes that ■ 
this wave will subside a little, but 
that the American citizen should ; 
realize that the extent of p iblic 
business will enlarge gradually in 
the future. He does no think 
that this will supersede private 
initiative in the arts, free speech, 
and new commercial and engineer¬ 
ing processes. 

The reader may not find him¬ 
self in agreement with all of the 
author's conclusions In the face 
of so much excitement on the 
subject this book’s calm tone and 
faith in democratic government is 
refreshing.

Picturesque mountains, coo! 
canyons, fishing retreats, wooded 
hills, green valleys, spo tting gey- 
s.'rs and freaks of nature to¬ 
gether with great wealth in agri¬ 
cultural products place Nepa in 
an enviable position among Cali¬ 
fornia counties. 

Agricultural production may bo 
divided into three main classifica¬ 
tions: Grapes, fruits and nuts; 

alfalfa and hay: and field crops, 
such as barley, oats, wheat, vege¬ 
tables and berries.

The Merry'Go-Round

Twenty-Five 
Years Ago 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The 
naval conference to be held 
in London next month is not par¬ 
ticularly important except to pave 
the way for the big naval con¬ 
ference in the spring of 1936. 

But behind the scenes some ex¬ 
tremely important, though infor¬ 
mal, warship dickering has al¬ 
ready been going on. 

Probably it will be denied of¬ 
ficially, but American and British 
naval officers are all set for a 
little Anglo-American cooperation 
at the expense of the Japanese. 

The deal revolves around the 
British need for a larger number 
of light cruisers which we don’t 
consider practicable while we 
need some new 35,000-ton battle¬ 
ships which the British consider 
extravagant. 

Hitherto, British and American | 
admirals have scrapped like cats 
and dogs over these two types of | 
vessels We wanted the British to 
build fewer cruisers and the Brit¬ 
ish wanted us to build smaller 
battleships 

But in view of the Japanese de¬ 
mand for parity, American and 
British admirals have come to 
terms. Their idea is to let the 
United States build more big bat¬ 
tleships while the British will build 
more light cruisers — probably 
about 20 

And both navies are ready to; 
serve an ultimatum to the Japa- i 
nese that they will build two to; 
one against them unless the Nip- j 
ponese give up their claim to i 
parity.
